for the present illusions el many,
I'rof. Semtnola, who not lon sinoo had a
HattoriiiK reooptioti from the French
academy, has published the following
letter In thu liu ma : "Tho putplo red
color which has Illuminated a putt of the
Bky lu the early evening oi at tl.ivui for
several days, has iuclimd people to aut it
down n--i an uuioia boreal is. On tlio con-
trary, it Ih duo to n crepuscular brilliauoy,
a )honomuuoti whioh in certain speoial
coudilions of the varorisily of tbo air, as
Humeri so splendid an npjiearancu as to be
inltdakon for what it in not It differs
Irom the aurora by the position in winch
it ban baen sect!, by its duration and by
the absence of magnolia or olccttto phe-
nomenon." Last night it wan particularly
splendid in the west southwest. A. black
belt of cloud liued the horizon, and from
that point nearly to the zuitli tlio sky was
lit up with a purido tod color, iu which
the crcscout moon was set as a gem. On
thu other ovenings thn same appearatico
was visible in the east or southeast Fiem
tlio north to the south of Italy the satnu
plioiioinuna weio observed. I icinemhor,
howuvur, to have witnushcd a inauuiUcout
aurora at Naples soine ten years ago, and
it was followed by most tempestuous
wcathor ; but judging fioin appearauccs
there can be no fear of that now, as the
sun is shining brilliantly iu a cluudlosu
bky.

Uoldeu Olory In the Alpi
A corrcvpoudcut el the London JVein

writing from Gouova, uaya : Switzerland
has not been behind other countries iu the
matter of gorgeous sunsets. For several
evenings we have bceti troatcd to specta-
cles that are rare ovun in this country, and
are certainly most unusual at this time of
the year. Ono iu particular was very strik
ing Tho sun set is n perfectly cloudless
sky, ami immediately afterward thu west-
ern heavens were ullamo with a goldou
light that burnished the wiudowu to duz-zliu- g

brilliauoy, aud c tuned the homes to
appear as if they were roofed with brass.
This clfect ou the plctttrcBipio and uuli
quatcd bul'dlngu of old Geneva was
iiutimo, nnd auggcstU oef the " Aiabian
JMiguts," Tlio go'd light giadually gave
place to au lutciiBH bury that toned oil to
a lustrous pearly wlnto totally uullko
anything one sues iu ordlnaty sunsets
This again waa succeeded by a
glowing eiimsou maikod by paL,
tiausverso bars of orange. Tho crirn
son was pale at first, but gradually dun
uiicd to blood ted that was visible fur
more than half au hour. 'I ho clfcot on
the snow clad Juras was wonderful. Tho
base of the raugo was hidden in deep pur-
ple gloom, while the bummitn huemed to
astumo u aud to glow
with internal tire. Auothei phouomenon,
almost unprecedented in thin part of the
world, was witnubnrd on the lake a few
ovoniugs ago Tho steamer Jura was pro
feeding on her voyage up the lake, nud
when oil Nyou the whole of her rigging
aud masts were suddenly enveloped iu
"St. Elmo's Fire," which jjowed with u
pale, lambent ilamo. Tho elUct was not
only singularly beautiful, but wiord and
startling. Tho weather ptophuts here bay
that thuso phenomena picsagu a suvero nud
haul wluter, and so far their prcdiotiuu
has been justified, us tlio cold wo.ithur has
sot in at least I) weeks earhei thau usual
It was preoedod by a very hoary fall of
snow, aud siueo then the thcimomotor has
been steady at about 11 dog. bolew zore
centigrade, and the lolly cold north wiml
called uoro tlio bisti has been blowing lor
several days. Iu ordinaiy years the bUo
is not looked for until after Christmas,

lu the .'mull Seas.
rroni Adolaide obsonatory, Sou'U

Australia, coiiioh tlio following iu tlio
oiBoial ropert for October : " Un evoty
dear evening duriug this mouth nud the
labt fortuight in September a peculiar
phouomenon has been appaicut iu the
western bky. Shortly after butuot a red
glow will make its appearance, at tin alti-
tude of about CO dcgices, being very faiut
at 11 rat, but as the brightness of thu sky
near the horizon dies away with the

situ the rod glow will oxpaud dowu
winds, becoming nt the same time more
brilliant, until nt last the whole westuru
sky will be lit up with a beautiful light,
varying in oolor from n delicate pink to a
most IntoiiBo scarlet, nud the spectacle
prcsonts n most brilliant appearatico.

Tho uptier part will thou gradually fadn
nway uutil the oolor Is noticeable only 7
dogrcca or 8 degrees nbovo the horizon, nt
wiilou time tbo light in about its brightest.
Aftorwnrds a socoud.uy glow will boiuv
times nmko its appearance at nu nltitudo
of nbout CO degrees, nud gtadually spread
downwards uutil the sky 1b ngaiu lit up.
In the secondary phouomenon the colors
nro generally more delicate. Tho whole
thiug will fade nway about 8 p. nt.

" This phenomenon has been noticed nil
over the southeastern portion of the ooti.
tiuont, from I'ort Augusta (lat. '! deg, 8.)
to .Melbourne ; nnd iu India the mm has
nt times prosentod a most peculiar appear-
ance, boitig green nt iHing, nud gradually
changing to a blue at noon, aud inveisoly
from noon to sunset. Various theories
have been started to accottut fur the phe
nomena."

Mr. J. J. Winnut, writing to the San
Francisco Examine? under date of Deo,
IU, says : " During the irouth of Swptom-b- er

I was ou my way to Honolulu from
Sau Franolsoo, nud I lirst noticed the
phonemonon about the middle of the
month, and when nbout n thousand miles
from the islands. Tho sight nt son was
truly wonderful nud beautiful, the sky

crimson, and even the sea, whou
oalm, assuming a piuk tint, ns though
rollocted from some burning mountain,
nnd tha light would lemalu long nftor
sunset. Ou nrriving at the islauds we
found that the people there had noticed it
and commented oxteuslvoly ou it. To
them the sky proseutod au appoiirauco
similar to the time of the great volcanic
eruption,"

Kxpiauatory Timorles,
Inannrtiolo published toccutlv lu the

Now York Vii, the wrltor lontiod to the
notion thnt " cosrolo dust" is really the
caueo of the hull kuucqii. Ho Bays .

" That Rtioh dust oxlstn nnd has boon
found is well known, but how much or
little its presence near the earth is uotloed
is a question not easily determined. Tho
discoveries of Professor Nordonskjold In
the North nro interesting. For many
yearn ho has been a close observer of dust
of nil kinds that have fallen upon the
catth iu ralu or snow, and It was his troed
fortune, dining his expedition in the Vega
to prove beyond n doubt the prosence of
cosmic dust. For many ynars we have
been assured by nstronomors that the
earth was being bombarded, an it were
continually, by innumerable meteors, Tho
moment they enter our domain, we ob-

serve the npeotaola of their Ignition, Iu a
moment they are reduced to ashes, nud the
line, Impalpable dust diopa slowly, nn
invisible shower, upon the earth. When
such showers nro iulensHlsd, it in tiot Im-

possible thnt some outward nnd visible
phenomena may be the result."

A correspondent of the Loudon lmt
argues thus iu support of the thoery that
electricity has had much to do with the
phenomenon : " Whou we take into oen.
nideratiou the movements of the atmos-
phere nnd the rotntlon of the earth, I soe
no reason to doubt that nu Immense oloud
of highly olectrilled matter, projoctcd into
the atmosphere, iu Java, could spread
itself in the higher regions of the atmos-
phere over au aiea equal to that of
Etiroiie.

" That this is not fanciful Is proved by
the behavior of smoke. I have often
watched when at sea ou n still cnlm day
the black smoke of some passing steamer
rise to Home determined height and then
gradually spread Itself at nn equal and
constant distance from the son Ilko a great
lilt pall. I have also scon on land the
urnoku from some manufacturing shaft
blown goutly by the wiud follow the
curves of the laud, remaining always at
the same distance from the ground, but
gradually spreading outwards iu every
detection. I have also bcuu two lines of
smoke refuse to coalesco, but repelling
each other exactly as they ought If they
were similarly electrified, That smoke is,
tlioreforc, negatively electrified I firmly
believe, though I have never tested it.

" Now that this wonderful atmospheric
disturbance was accompanied by oxtiaor-ditur- y

electrical disturbance was shown,
not only by Captain Watson's observa-
tions near the spot, but by I'rof. Smith's
records nt Madras, nud botico it requires
no great stretch of the imagination to
conceive- olectrioity playing n great part in
the recent gorgeous display of ntraospherio
effects."

1'IIHS' uuaiKT.
Mow to be Been lu the Bky.

Tho comet of 1913, says the Now York
Sun, Ih now visible to sharp sighted per-
sons without the aid of telescopes. It will
grow brighter for a mouth to come, nud
will probably nttraot gonorai nttoutlou in
Jauuary lint the chief interest oxoited
by this visitor from spaoo will be due, not
to its brilliant appearance, for unless
komothiug oxtraonliuary happens to it it
will at its host be a comparatively incon-
spicuous object, but to the faot that it ban
come back ns astronomers many years ago
said it would do. Moreover, it has re
turned very nearly nt the predicted time,
although its jonrnuy out toward the stars
anil back near the suu has occupied over
seventy jearu. It must be admitted that
the astronomers kuow a great deal nbout
things buyotul the earth, when
they are able, by watching the
motion of a oomut through a
tery small portion of its orbit, to toll how
far it n ill go from the sun, although the
distance is hundreds of millions of miles,
nud iu how many years it will return,
although the time is nearly three quarters
et a century. On the other baud, while
men of science have been able to predict
the watideting cottrso of n comet which
turned its tail aud tied from the sun nbout
the time when Napolcou fled from Russia,
nud lias only just now reappeared, wiugiuc
its way hick, thesamo learned studouts of
tiiilti o have failed tosatisl.ictorlly account
for the phenomena whioh comets present
nud ate nut iu accord as to what oomots
consist el.

Jeans Ljuis Funs, the discoverer of this
comet, aud the man whoso uamo it boars,
died more than fifty years ago. Ho was
less fortunate than bomo other astrono-mo- ts

who have discovered comets of short
period, nud have been nblo to see tuom
again on their return to perihelion. Utit
then Foiik' comet hns n much longer jour-
ney out into space to make, and it is n
more iutoristiug object tlmu the little tel-
escopic comets which course nbout the
sun in short orbits nud are never seen ox.
oopt by astrouomors.
